endowed and restarted the school on an 
equitable basis, carried out some system of 
drainage, and attended to several other matters 
of greater necessity than ornamental gardens, 
they will, by that time, have nearly got to 
the bottom of the Manicipal purse, or will 
not at all events have enough left in it to 
fall in with Baron de Menasce’s ideas and to 
bay very mach land at L.E. 2,000 per feddan, 
even though it were such a desirable site as 
the low land, on either side of the Ramleh 
road, which has the grest disadvantage of 
being only about two metres above sea level, 
and on which at sunset such a miasma often 
rises, as to make it anything bat a healthy 
resort. Baron A. de Menasce in his scheme 
speaks of these as the tuture “lungs” of the 
towns. We always had an idea that lungs 
should be within, and not without, the body, 
and we think that the Municipality is much 
better inspired io seeking to create them ty 
an extension of the Mohamed Aly--qaare avd 
on the site of the fortifications. We trast that 
our Tower Connoillors will in their study of 
this question take into consideration some of 
the above remarks.

THE KHEDIVE’S 


An interesting piece of contemporary Egypt- 
ian history is told in the ‘Times’ of the 261b 
alto., by Mr. Lrcien Wolf, which thonghtful 
Englishmen mnst read with somewhat mixed 
feelings. A'l’s well that ends wel’, and our 
negotiations for the acquisition of the Khe 
dive Ismaii’s sharea in the Suez Canal ended 
very well indeed. Bat the story of the who'e 
transaction, as Mr. Wolf tells it, recalls more 
than one blunder not creditable to our states- 
manship or even to oor intelligence, and more 
than one dsnger from which we escaped through 
no merits of our owr. Lord Palmerston, as 
everybody knows, opposed the whole scheme 
for the construction of the Canal from the 
fir t, aud in the eagerness of his aversion hinted 
that it was visionary avd impracticable—a 
view in which be was largely supported by the 
great body ef British opinion. That was our 
first mistake, and, hsd not. France been 
stricken down and impoverished by her great 
atroggle with Germany immediately after the 
Canal was comple'ed, it might have cost us 
dear. Our sailors, at any rate, were quick to 
realize the importance of the new waterway 
soon after it was open. ‘Admiral Richards and 
General Sir Androw Clarke drew upa report 
for the Admiralty in 1870, in which thry 
recognized its significance for our commerce 
and for our +ea-power and the dangers to both 
which might ariee, if it fell into the bands of 
& single State, or even into those of an inde- 
pendent company. Bat these considerations do 
not seem tohave had much weight with the 
Government of Mr. Gladstone. A few months 
after the report ws written, M. de Lesseps 
found himself in a most embarrassing position. 
. The company, in which so much French monev 
had been sank, was on the verge of bank- 
ruptey. The interest on the debentures was in 
arrest, and there were no funds {oméet the 
next conpon bat oe -of the ordinary rhares, 
whi'e the prospect still further ahead was 
very blick. With characteristic decision, he 
made up bis mind to acll the undertaking to 
* the maritime Powers, ‘but this project, which 
leaked out, proved very distastefel both to 
the Khedive and to the Porte. They bad a 
presentiment that an international administra 
tion in Egypt wuld not be agreeable to them, 
sand, in order to prevent it, they suggested 
that England should become the sole pur- 
chaser. General Stanton," who was then oar 
representative at Csiro, strongly pressed the 
Government to cloga with the proposal, and 
the Dake of Argyl’, on behalf of the India 
Office; gave it his support. But the Cabinet 
appear to have resolute'y shut their eyee to 
the larger aspects cf the subject. Th y seem 
to have treated it as a purely financial matter, 
and th y haid that it was no business of onrs 
to “reimburse the shareholders.” M. de Lesseps 
actually came to England to make a bargain, 
bat Lord Granville, it is sta‘ed, refosed even 
to discass the offers put forward Ly his agent 
As M. da Lesseps could not sell to us, he 
attempted to sell to others, but the Porte, with 
our support, finally saved as from this _parti- 
colar danger, by plasing its veto as suzarain of 
Egypt on all plans for sale. 

The change was sharply marked in the reply 


possible purchsss by the maritime Powers, 
which Lerd Derby made in conversation in 
April. The “insinuation,” he affirmed, ‘bore 
no relation to the actval situation,” and the 
Dac Decaze:, then Foreign Minister, warmly 
approved cf his answer. M. de Lesseps told 
Lord Rothschild that.a purchare was quite 
ont of the question, and at the same time he 
imprudently continued his policy of worrying 
British ships—even British ships of war—in 
the Canal.

SHARES. Henry Oppenheim, and with remarkable cour- 


age and judgment did the country the great 
eas of which we learnt the fall particulars 
from his own lips at the banquet given in his 
honoor last spring. The Dac Decazss was 
disposed to sanction the purchsse of the shares 
by one of the French synilicates bat he did not 
venture to do so without infurmiog Lord Derby, 
and Lord Derby's answer showed him that the 
step would be attended by serious consequences. 
The French offers wera manifestly “off,” and 
nothing remained for the Khedive but to make 
the best bargain with England he could-do. 
It was not a bad bargain for him, and for us it 
has been not. only an immense financial success, 
bat the foundation of all the work which we 
bave done subseqnentlyin Ezypt. It isa 
memorable exaiiple of what may be accomplish- 
ed at an opportane time bya bold and 
judicious vivlation of “precedent.” 

Baffled in this direction, M. da “Lesseps 
devoted his remarkab!e inguanity to procuring 
money fur his shareholders i other ways. The 
readiest way was to raise the dues on the Canal, 
and the step was doubtless all the aire 
agreeable to him because by far the larger 
proportion of them was paid by British shipping. 
There-was a-trifling obstacle in the -way,.caus- 
ed by the clause in the concession which fixed 
the rates at 1: f per: “‘ ton of capacity ” ; bat 
that did not arrest him. He got a commission 
to decide that a “ton -of capacity”. was -sume- 
thing altogether different from what everybody 
had supposed it to be, and he gota Freuch 
Court of Appeal to confirm this interpretation. 
When an international commission determined 
that the new charges were unjustifiable and 
made new regulations, he actualiy wrote to the 
‘British Admiralty und to the Buard of Trade 
to say that his agents bad gtrigt orders to 
enforos payment of the dues approved by the 
compavy, and that ships which refused to pay 
must go round the Cape. It was ovly under a 
threat of eviction, supported by 10,000 Bgyp- 
tian treops, that he ‘finally yielded. Such was 
the state of things when Mr. Disraeli took 
cffice in February, 1874, and his old interest 
in the East, which had led him in his early 
youth to offer the Caliph his services under 
the command of the Pasha of Janiaa, at once 
led him to study the condition of the Ottoman 
Empire. By May he had made up his mind to 
bay the shares if he could,,and in that month 
he sent the present Lord Rothschild to Paris 
to try and reopen the negotiations which Lord 
Granville bad retased to entertain. Bot time 
is of the essence of such transactions, and the 
favourable moment had gone by. M. de Lesseps, 
it is trae, was-as hard up, or nearly as hard op, 
as ever; but between 187! and 1874 the 
political aspect of the question had completely 
changed. France wag already feeling her feet’ 
after the . treme: dous shock ot her defeat, and 
there is reasop, we aré told, to soppose that, 
when the Comte de Chaudordy met Prince 
Gortchakoff st Ivterlaken in the summer of 
1873, the defence of French interests in Egypt 
was amongst the snbjects they discussed.
